Locarno Pact May Be De- 
nounced, High Govern- 
ment Official Asserts.

BERLIN, March 5.—(#)—Germany 
and Italy, drawing together in the 
current European crisis, may jointly 
denounee the Locarno treaty guaran- 
tecing. peace in western Enrope,. 4 
high government official said today. 
International developments ‘during 
the next week, this official added, 
will determine whether Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler and Premier Mussolini will 
break away from the pact, eo 
it has been violated by France an 
Great Britain. 

(The Locarno treaty was signed in| 
1925 by Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Italy ana Belgium and provides 
for mutual assistance against aggres- 
sion.) 


Secret Negotiations. 
This official disclosed for the first 
time this was a principal subject of 
secret negotiations between Germany 
and Italy. 
Italy and Germary, this source as- 
serted, disagreed on many things but 
both believe France and Great Britain 
have violated the spirit, 
letter, of the Locarno pact. 
Germany contends the Franco- 
soviet mutual assistance pact is a vio- 
lation, while Italy resents the mu- 
tual Mediterranean defensive agree- 
ment against Italy reached by Brit- 


ain, France and several other powers. 
The Italian contention is that con- 
ferences between the French and Brit- 
ish general staffs violate the pact.

Treasury Experts Submit 


Means Subcommittee; 
Rep. Fish Hits Tax Plans 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—-(?)— 
Treasury experts—without recommen- 
dation—today handed a house ways 
and means subcommittee broad sched- 
ules for new income and excise taxes 
to raise an estimated $1,157,000,000. 

The income levies, to yield up to 
$446,000,000, and the manufacturers’ 
excises to bring in up to $530,000,000, 
were given as possible alternatives to 
President Roosevelt’s suggestion for a 
revision of corporation taxes which 
would include a 33 1-3 per cent levy 
on undistributed corporation *earnings. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill, democrat, 
Washington, emphasized to reporters 
that today’s estimates were merely 
suggestions 
quested. It wanted a complete pic- 
rture of all possible sources of new 
government income before getting 
down to the actual task of choosing 
from among them. 

Authoritative sources also said the 
subcommittee, which is seeking in- 
formation on all possible sources of 
income before making a choice, is like- 
ly to give consideration to: 

1. Raising the present federal beer 
tax of $5 a barrel to $7.50. 

2. Exempting the first $2,000 of a 
corporation’s income from all taxation 
“to help the little fellow.” 

F. D. R. Suggested Levies. 

President Roosevelt already had 
suggested excises on agricultural com- 
modities similar to the invalidated 
processing taxes, to help fill the hole 
battered in this year’s receipts by 
loss of revenue formerly brought in 
by the agricultural adjustment act 
levies.

MONEY STABILITY 
URGED BY HULL 


Cabinet Member Scores. 
‘Partisan Criticism’ of 
Deal Recovery Efforts. 


BALTIMORE, March 5.—4)—The 
desirability of international monetary 
stabilization was advanced tonight by 
Secretary Hull in a speech which 
marked his first major appearance 
in the 1936 campaign arena. 

Addressing a state convention of 
Young Democratic Clubs, he assailed 
“partisan criticism” of the New 
Deal’s recovery efforts, and credited 
the administration with having pre- 
served “domestic tranquillity” in the 
face of an unprecedented economic 
crisis. 

But he departed from his recapit- 
ulation and defense of Roosevelt 
measures to say that “the problem 
of permanent monetary arrangements 
must of course be kept constantly in 
view.’ 

A Certainty to Commerce. 


“The monetary situation in its 
every essential aspect should grow in- 
creasingly more stable,” he added. 
“Production and, conduct of trade in 
this country and abroad require for 
their assurance that the value of the 
currency ,of each country shall not 
widely fluctuate in terms of other 
currencies. Such stability gives cer- 
tainty to commerce.” 

Observing that “many hopes are 
centered on the possibility of re-es- 
tablishing such stability,” and assert- 
ing that in terms of gold and the gold 
currencies, the “American dollar has 
been completely stable for the past 
two years,” he quoted the recent

BOSTON, March 5.—(#)—The 
. + Presidents of Harvard University and 
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of Smith College urged the Massachu- 
setts ture today to repeal a 
teache oath act which compelled 
their faculty members to swear oaths 
of fealty to federal and state consti- 
tuations. 

Dr. James B. Conant, of Harvard, 
declared such oaths to be an attack 
on academic freedom. He placed on 
record as also opposed to the law the 
a of Radcliffe, Wheaton, Am- 
erst, Williams and Mount Holyoke 
Colleges. He appeared at a legisla- 
tive committee hearing on a petition 
for repeal. 

Dr. Conant surprised an inquiring 
legislator much concerned with com- 
munism by declaring that Harvard 
professors were free to determine truth 
as they saw it and to teach it with- 
out interference. 

This statement, before a crowd of 
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1,000 teachers, professors, students, la- 
bor leaders and heads of, civil liber- 
ties groups, embarked the committee 
members on numerous side excursions 
into definitions of communism. 

Proponents of the legislation last 
year held it would combat communism 
and the spread of subversive propa- 
ganda.

McDermott tried to get Dr. Conant 
to admit the proposition that inas- 
much as Walsh had interested himself 
in the case and the union involved, 
was, he said, a communist union, 
Walsh was therefore a communist. 

An undertone of hissing developed 
among the spectators at this line of 
questioning, which Senator Charles G. 
Miles, of Brockton, cut short. Pro- 
longed cheers followed Dr. Conant’s 
testimony. 

President William Allen Neilson, of 
Smith College, also was subjected to 
attack by McDermott, who asked: 
“You are not connected with the Uni- 
versity of Moscow?” 

Neilson shook with laughter and 


said he was not. 


F.D.R. URGED 10 PRESS 
CHAIN STORE MEASURE 


Independent Merchants Ask 
Quick Passage of Robin- 
son-Patman Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(P)— 
In a conference with President Roose- 
velt, a delegation of independent busi- 


nessmen asked today that, “if neces-| | 
sary,” he send congress a special mes-| { 


sage urging quick passage of the Rob- 
‘inson-Patman bill to end “discrimina- 
tion” favoring chain stores. 

J. A. 0. Preus, counsel for the 
National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, led the delegation. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, candidate 
for the republican presidential nomi- 
nation, took the first step in his 
“trust busting” campaign by urging 
passage of a somewhat similar bill. 

The Robinson-Patman measure 
would prohibit the granting of “dis- 
criminatory benefits”—such as special 
rebates, advertising allowances and the 
like—to chain stores and other large 
purchasers. Present law forbids “un- 


duly discriminatory” prices only. 
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The Lenten season once again finds 
many a busy housewife carefully 
checking her file of recipes for meat 
substitutes. There. are so many ways 
of serving cheése in combination with 
other foods that it is well to list it as 
an important item on the kitchen 
market order each week. 

The following recipe fcr cottage 
cheese fish mold is especially appro- 
priate for serving during the Lenicn 
season because it presents an interest- 
ing and attractive way in whjch to 
serve this food in such a manner as 
to appeal to the artistic taste of the 
housewife as well as to her sense of 
economy. 

Spears of pineapple, slices of pimen? 
to, dates or stuffe@ prunes togeth¢r 
with a few sprigs of parsley and crisp 
lettuce leaves provide perfect garnish- 
ments for this delectable cottage checse 
dish. It is prepared as follows: 

Cottage Cheese Fish Mold. 

Two lbs. cottage cheese, 2 table- 
spoons plain gelatin, 1-2 cup cold 
water, 1 cup pineapple juice. 
Combine gelatin ‘and water, dis- 
solve in the pineapple juice which has 
been heated to the boiling point. - Cool. 
Add mixture to cottage cheese that 
has been forced through a potato ricer 
or sieve. Pack into a greased fish 
mold. Chill until firm. Unmold and 
outline with tinted creamed cheese 
forced through a pastry tube. A slice 
of stuffed olive may be used as an 
eye. The salad plate is garnished with 
lettuce, pineapple spears, parsley and 
dates. Mayonnaise may be served 
from a side dish. 


Golden Yellow Cheese Sauce. 
Creamy cheese sauce adds delight- 
ful flavor and color to the tempting 
hard-cooked eggs and generous stalks 
of cooked eelery. The sauce is made 
with butter. The recipe calls for 
American cheese, but Swiss or Edam 
cheese may be used. 

A double boiler is ideal for making 
sauces. Melt the butter in the top of 
the double boiler and stir in ilour un- 
til well blanched. Stir in hot milk 
gradually to prevent lumping. If cold 
milk is used, add all at once. Stir 
slowly but eteadily over direct heat 
until sauce thickens. Season, place 
over hot water and simmer 20 min- 
utes. Add grated cheese, stirring un- 
til it is melted. Cover tightly until 
ready to serve so that a crust will not 
form on the surface, Otherwise. the 
top crust will give:® lumpy appear- 
ance to the sauce.. Hf sauce becomes 
too thick, thin to proper consistency 
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with liquid left from the cooked celery. 

For serving 4 to 5 use: 

Six eggs, 3 large stalks celery. 

Sauce: Four tablespoons butter, 1 
teaspoon salt, 2 taMespoons flour, 2 
cups milk, 1 cup American cheese, 
grated or cut fine. 

Cook eggs about 20 minutes in sim- 
mering water; cool and remove shells. 
Trim tops from celery, wash carefully 
and cut stalks in halves lengthwise. 
Cook until just tender in as little 
boiling salted water as possible. Mean- 
while, make sauce following directions 
given above. Drain celery and save 
the cooking water to use for thinhing 
the white sauce, if necessary. Ar- 
range hot celery and eggs, halves or 
quarters, on platter; pour sauce over 
or into one end of platter. Garnish 
with buttered toast points and serve 
at once. 


Following is anéther recipe made 
with cottage cheese: 

Cheese Ring with Jam. 
(Individual Mold 

One pound cottage cheese, 1 table- 
spoon plain gelatin, 1-2 cup cold wa- 
ter, raspberry or any other favorite 
fruit preserves. , 

Force the cottage cheese through a 
potato ricer or a sieve. Soak the gela- 
tin in the cold water for 10 minutes. 
Place this gelatin mixture over boiling 
water—a double boiler is well to use 
for this purpose if convenient. When 
the gelatin mixture has melted, allow 
it te cool slightly then add to the 
cottage cheese. Pack the cheese and 
gelatin mixture into — molds, al- 
low to stand in cool place until set 
firmly. Ring or diamond shaped molds 
are particularly suited for this as they 
allow a center opening in which the 
favorite fruit preserves may be placed. 
When ring molds are not available, 
serve the preserves in a side dish or 
a spoonful placed on top of the cot- 
tage cheese. Any tasteless oil may 
be used in greasing the molds. This 
will increase ease with which the 
molds may be removed. 


Celery Cabbage with Tarragon Sauce. 
Celery cabbage (Chinese cabbage), 
1 tablespoon flour, 1 tablespoon ‘lar- 
ragon vinegar, 1 tablespoon butter, 1-2 
cup water, salt, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 1 egg, pepper, paprika. 
Remove celery cabbage from crisp- 
ing pan, cut in half, then cook in 
boiling salted water for 15 to 20 
minutes. Drain carefully, then serve 
with cheese. or Ta on s#uce. 
Tarragon Sauce: Cook flour and 
butter together. When boiling add the 
old water, stirring vigorously. Re- 
ove from the heat, add the Tarragon 
vinegar (cider vinegar may be sub- 
stituted), lemon juice, and salt and 
pepper. When smooth, add the egg 
yolk which has been slightly beaten. 
When this is well blended fold in the 
stiffly-beaten egg white. Place over 
hot water until ready to serve. 


Vegetable Plate Supreme. 

Artichoke, broccoli, stuffed tomato, 
baked potato and carrots. 

Artichoke—Soak with stem end up, 
then wash to remove grit. After cook- 
ing, the tops of the tough outside 
leaves and the top may be cut off, if 
desired. - Remove the choke (the spiny 
fibres just above the stem). Press 
the leaves back in place. 

Broccoli—Soak thoroughly in water 
before cooking. If stalks are very 
tough, pare them. Cook 15 to min- 
utes, or until just barely tender. Serve 
with butter, Hollandaise, or Tarragon 
sauce. 

Carrots — Select small _ carrots. 
Scrape. If only large ones are avail- 
able, scrape them on the large holes 
of a. grater, or cut into match-stick 
slivers. Cook in salted water until 
barely tender. 

Stuffed Tomato—Cut the tops from 
tomatoes, remove the pulp, drain light- 
ly, then mix pulp with galt, shredded 
cabbage, or celery, and a bit of may- 
onnaise. Top each with mixed deviled 
ham and mayonnaise. 

Baked Potato—Scrub baking pota- 
toes, grease lightly, then bake. When 
cooked, break open by a across 
the top, then press down on the sides. 
Steam will escape and leave the po- 
tato white and fluffy. 


Salmon-Macaroni Casserole. 

One package elbow macaroni cook- 
ed in salted water until tender. Skin, 
bone and break into pieces 1 pound 
canned salmon. Mix with 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 beaten egg, 1 green pepper 
cut into small strips and 2 cups thin 
white sauce. Mix lightly with maca-

Mold in a square pan, then serve 
eut into cubes, or jelly in individual 
molds and serve on shredded lettuce. 
For St. Patrick’s Day, cut a leaf or 
shamrock from green pepper for a 

rnish. This may be served as a 
inner salad or with toasted cheese 
sandwiches for a luncheon or serve 
on a one-plate luncheon with cheese 
souffle and orange biscuits. 


. Vegetable Loaf. 

Two eggs, 2 1-2 cups left-over cook- 
ed vegetables, 1 cup sliced celery, 
tablespoons diced- green pepper, 2 
cooked onions or 2 tablespoons raw 
onion, 1 1-2 cups canned tomato, 25 
soda crackers, crushed, 2 teaspoons 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon pepper, 8 table- 
spoons melted butter. 

Use left-over string beans cut into 
quarter-inch pieces, and _ carrots, 
onions, broccoli, potato, peas, limas, 
etc. Beat the eggs, add the melted 
butter, vegetables and seasonings, 
stirring only until well blended. Place 
in a loaf pan lined with waxed paper, 
then cook.in a 350-degree F. oven for 
40 minutes. 
cooler, then turn quickly onto a plat- 
ter so that the browned top of the loaf 
will be uppermost. Serve with a 
cheese sauce. 

Cheese Sauce. 

Three tablespoons butter, 3 table- 
spoons flour, 1-4 teaspoon paprika, 
2 1-4 cups milk, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 
cup grated cheese. 

Melt the butter, add the flour and 
seasonings. When well blended, add 
the milk. Cook until thick, then add 
the cheese, allowing the cheese to 
melt and the sauce to stay hot over 
hot water. 


HOFFMAN REITERATES 
STAND ON HAUPTMANN 


Governor Says Slayer Must 
Die March 30, ‘As Mat- 
ters Are Now.’ 


TRENTON, N. J., March 5.—() 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann must die 
four weeks hence for the Lindbergh 
baby killing unless new evidence is 
discovered, Governor Harold G. Hoff- 
man said today. 

“As matters now stand,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “there will be no further 
reprieve.” 

Reports have mounted recently that 
the Governor, who stayed Haupt- 
mann’s execution January 16, 29 
hours before he was to go to the 
electric chair, would again prolong 
the life of the convicted kidnap-mur- 
derer. One of these reports emanated 
from a high prosecution source. 

‘I haven’t the legal right. to give 
Hauptmann another reprieve,” the 
Governor said in New York. “The 90 
— from his sentence in December 
will have expired by the date set for 
his electrocution. 

“My attitude of January 17 is un- 
changed. Unless something arises that 
will bring Mr. Wilentz({ Attorney- 
General David T. Wilentz) and my- 
self into agreement to go before Jus- 
tice Trenchard based on nhewg evi- 
dence, there will not be a reprieve.” 

The Governor’s reprieve power, in 
the light of this statement, would ex- 
pire March 12. The supreme court 
of the United States rejected Haupt- 
mann’s appeal for a review of his case 
on December 9, and four days later 
Supreme Court Justice Thomas W. 
Trenchard, who presided at the trial, 
fixed a new date for execution. The 
present date was fixed February 19.

500,000 WPA WORKERS 


TOBE RELEASED BY JULY 


Deal Officials Confer With 
President on Future Funds 
for Relief. 2 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(#)— 
A new drive to force relief workers 
to take private jobs was ordered by 


Harry L. Hopkins today as the ad- 
ministration’s ~~ command gathered 
with President Roosevelt to see how 
much additional money must be ap- 
proepriated to continue the program. 

Before going to the White House 
Hopkins disclosed that work relief 
employment rolls would be slashed 
from its present 3,804,886 total to 

,000 during the next four months. 

Although he insisted that in most 
cases jobs in private industry would 
be available to the 500,000 dismissed 
WPA workers, he acknowledged that 
some would be forced back on direct 
relief. 

Each state, Hopkins said, will make 
a gradual reduction in ‘its work relief 
employment and WPA will be cut 
from its present 3,037,444 jobs to 
2,300,000 by July 1. This big cut, 
however, will be offset by some addi- 
tional employment by other relief 
agencies. 
| No Comment on Message. 

Closeted: at the White House with 
Hopkins to discuss the relief appro- 
priation were Secretary Morgenthau, 
Daniel Bell, acting director of the 
budget, and-Corrington Gill, assistant 
WPA administrator. 

None would comment beforehand 
on whether the President would ask 
congress in-his_ relief message— 
scheduled for next week—for enough 
money to continue the work relief pro- 
gram for an entire year or only from 
July 1 to January 1 when congress 
meets again. 

In some quarters there had been 
advance estimates that Mr. Roosevelt 
would ask for $1,000,000,000 if a six- 
month program is decided upon or 
$2,000,000,000 for the full year. 

Hopkins told reporters about his 
plans to cut the’ relief rolls a short 
time after Secretary Perkins, forecast- 
ing better business ahead, said she 
was ‘strengthening the employment 
sérvices in the belief that they are go- 
ing to be busy this spring.” 

At the same time, she suggested to 
New England that unemployed wom- 
en there might get jobs by develop- 
ment of seven industries which shé 
thought could operate profitably. 

They ranged from manufacture of 
suitable clothing and equipment for 
booming winter sports to catering for 
parties in small homes. 

Another plan for cutting unemploy- 
ment came from a committee in 
George L. Berry’s industrial counsel 
which proposed a creation of a new 
federal commission to regulate wages, 
hours and child labor in industry. 

“Some Favorable, Some Not.” 

‘Miss Perkins declined to say wheth- 
er she thought Hopkins was right or 
wrong when he asserted some time ago 
that private industry was expected to 
absorb 200,000 of the unemployed 
each week from now until July 1. 

“Certain indicators are favorable 
and certain ones are unfavorable,’ she 
said. “It is Mr. Hopkins’ business, as 
relief administrator, to predict just 
how much industry can do.” 

Two chief difficulties were seen in 
the way of Hopkins’ determination to 
slash work relief rolls: 

1. Already many states and com- 
munities have asserted they are not 
able to provide for their unemploy- 
ables and other needy who although 
able to work have not been given jobs.

2— With the opening of the farm- 
ing season, thousands of farmers sup- 
ported on work relief during the win- 
ter will need no further aid. 

3—About 114,000 work relief em- 
ployes leave every month to accept 
private jobs and this rate is expected 
to keep up. 

Further reduction will be brought 
by holding down CCC enrollment to 
300,000 after July 1 

Although Hopkins insisted there 
had been no rise in the relief load to 
match an unemployment increase re- 
ported recently by the American Fed- 
eration of Labér, his estimate that 
3,300,000 would be on reilef rolls on 
July, 1 indicated partial failure of ad- 
ministration hopes for increased pri- 
vate employment.

New ‘Mysterious and Kickless’.G 
Is Being Developed by Army, N

WASHINGTON, March 5.—(UP) 
A powerful “mystery” gun—so “kick- 
less’ that a glass of water balanced 
safely on the weapon’s barrel during 
bursts of fire—is being developed by 
the army and navy in another move 
to make Ameriéan coastal and strate- 
gie interior cities invulnerable to hos- 
tile air attack. 

The weapon, the United Press 
learned, combines the best features 
of the machine gun and of artillery 
pieces. It is said to be capable of 
hurling one-pound, high explosive 
sheels to the edges of the stratos- 
phere at the rate of 150 shots a min- 
ute. These projectiles are fitted in 
the nose of the builets with detonat- 
ing fuses @o sensitive that they ex- 
plode the shells upon contact with 
any substance harder than the air. 

Super-Powerful Explesive. 

The explosive carried in these pro- 
jectiles is sufficient to blow the wing 
off a modern bomber if a wing sur- 
face is hit. 

The ordnance experts who have de- 

velo this gun claim that it will 
revolutionize anti-aircraft defense. At 
present this defense is provided by 
regulation .30 and .50 caliber machine 
guns, whose vertical range is not much 
above 15,000 feet, and by artillery 
shooting timed-fuse high explosive 
shells. The machine gun bullets must 
strike a vital part of the plane, or 
the pilot, to disable the machine. 
- The artillery shells are timed to ex- 
plode in the general area of the hos- 
tile air raiders and the “scatter gun” 
action of the exploding shrapnel is 
Gopentes upon to disable the plane or 
pilot. 

The projectiles of the 1.1 inch “kick- 
less” gun explode upon contact. The 
gun is capable of firing them, at the 
rate of 150 per minute, to an ‘altitude 
of 30,000 feet or more, which is well 
above the “ceiling” of any modern 
plane loaded with bombs. 

Fired like a machine gun, the new 
weapon shoots a smoke “tracer” bul- 
let ‘every fifth shot. Due to the ex- 
treme ease with which the gun can 
be swung about while firing, the gun- 
ner .is able by these tracer bullets 
to correct errors of fire so long as 
the target is within sight. 

An anti-aircraft battery of six of 
these weapons could literally fill the 
air with high explosive projectiles at 
the rate of approximately 1,000 shots 
a minute, any one of which would 
disable a plane upon striking it. 


The ease of handling the new gun, 


which is actually a small Artillery 
piece, is due to eliminatian of the 


recoil or “kick.” This ig actomplish- 
ed through a’patented mechanism and 
principles by which a portion of the 


gas propelling the projectile out of 
the gun barrel is forced through a 
port or hole into a chamber just be- 
low the barrel. This chamber is fit- 
ted. with a heavy piston which is 
driven forward at appenerngeess fe 
same rate of the speeding bullet. 
The piston strikes a er at the 
forward end of -the chamber at ap- 
proximately the precise time that the 
bullet is leaving the gun barrel. The 
iston’s forward thrust balances the 
ackward. thrust of the expanding 
powder charges asx the bullet strikes 
the atmosphere. The extraction and 
reloading mechanism of the breech 
block is operated by the piston re- 
turning to its base position, 
successful has this principle 
proved in firing tests that a glass of 
water placed on the barrel of a 60 
caliber machine gun. built on the 
“kickless” principle was not spilled 
or disturbed by several bursts of 
fire.

CONSTITUTION 
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Puerto Rico National Guard Alert 
As Alleged Revolt Plot Is Bared 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, March 
5.—(P)—National guard units mobi- 
lized in barracks after discovery of 


an alleged nationalist plot to over- 
throw the insular government tonight 
and awaited further orders as seven 
nationalists were released under $10,- 
000 bond each. 

Police continued their investigation 
which led to the arrest of Pedro Al- 
bizu Compos, asserted leader of the 
conspiracy, and six of his followers. 

The official investigation disclosed 
a loaded rifle and a bomb, together 
with 50 wooden drilling guns and re- 
cruiting cards headed “Army of Lib- 
eration, General Headquarters.” 

The nationalists were charged with 
conspiracy to overthrow the insular 
United States government, inciting in- 
surrection and recruiting soldiers. 

Albizu is known as the leader of 
the movement which seeks to establish 
governmental independence for Puerto 
Rico. He is a graduate of Harvard. 

He surrendered as soon as he learn- 
ed United States Marshal Draughon 
held a warrant for his urrest. With 
the other prisoners, he was taken 


before United States Commissioner 
Ramon, Julia, entered pleas of inno- 
cence for all seven and completed ar- 
rangements for release on bond. 

(In Washington, Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes, whose department ad- 
ministers the affairs of Puerto Rico, 
said Albizu is “a very dangerous per- 
son” and the government would prose- 
cute him for treason). 

A grand jury investigation into the 
alleged conspiracy is to be called next 
week. The jury will inquire also into 
the assassination of .Colonel BE. Fran- 
cis Riggs, head of the insular police, 
shot down February 23. 

Two suspects in Riggs’ slaying were 
later killed by police who said the 
prisoners attempted to draw guns as 
they were being questioned. 

Nationalist activities in the island 
recently came under the scrutiny of 
Department of Justice agents, who 
surveyed the efforts of the party to 
promote island independence from the 
United States. 

The official inquiry began after 12 
persons were killed and more than 
100 injured during the election reg- 
istration period in January. 


SCHOOL HEAD OUSTED, 


2,000 STUDENTS STRIKE

Pickets kept 1,400 of 2,000 striking 
Alameda High school students in line 
today but “flying squadrons” appar- 
ently were rebuffed in efforts to ex- 
tend the walkout to Oakland.

and regional lines, tonight was un- 
folded by AAA officials here to launch 
the administration’s new farm pro- 
gram. 


With the arrival of Secretary Wal- 
lace by plane tonight, the AAA high 
command was set to offer more than 
500 farmer representatives a further 
_ explanation of the $500,000,000 pro- 
gram aimed to conserve fertility of 
the nation’s soil resources. 


Many of the farm leaders, openly 
dissatisfied with presentation of the 
firet outline of the program, tonight 
plunged into committee sessions which 
officials said should find solution for 
many pressing problems. Eight spe- 
cial committees, including every farm- 
er invited to Memphis, were appoint- 
ed late today to study special details 
of the program. 

Suggest Plan. 

At the conclusion of today’s gen- 
eral session, several ranking AAA ex- 
ecutives privately suggested that pay- 
ments to farmers for preservation of 
soil fertility might follow these gen- 
eral outlines: 


For diversion of cotton land to a 
conserving crop, an average of about 
5 cents a pound, or from $9 to $10 
an acre. 


For diversion of tobacco land, an 
average of about 5 cents a pound or 
about $40 an acre. 

For diversion of corn land, a maxi- 
mum average of about $12 an acre in 
the richest and most productive part 
of the corn belt. 

For diversion of wheat land, from 
$5 to $10 an acre on the basis of a 
yield of 12 to 24 bushels an acre. 

These payments, an official said, 
would include the flat payment of 
from 50 cents to $1 an acre which 
the AAA would make to farmers for 
maintenance of the normal number of 
acres of soil conserving crops. 

H. R. Tolley, former assistant AAA 
administrator who is in charge of the 
meeting here, said the final detailed 
recommendations concerning rates of 
payment might be expected from the 


committee sessions here and at Chi-| ¢ 


cago, where a similar regional meeting 
is in progress. 
Expected To Speak Once. 

Plans for Wallace’s appearance be- 
fore the farmers were incomplete to- 
night, but he>was expected to speak 
at least once. Wallace’s address, and 
the efforts of Cully A. Cobb, AAA cot- 
ton section chief, were expected to 
speed the drafting of final plans need- 
ed to obtain almost immediate opera- 
tion of the program in the cotton 
belt. 

Explaining the variation of pay- 
ments to farmers within a state, a 
high official said that the amounts of 
the individual subsidies will be based 
to a large extent upon the produc- 
tivity of the soil. A farmer who pro- 
duced 300 pounds of cotton to the 
acre, he said, naturally would receive 
a larger amount for shifting such land 
to soil conserving growths than would 
one who produced only 175 pounds. 

This same ratio, it was indicated, 
would be applied on a national basis 
to all crops. But the flat payment 
per acre for land normally planted 
in soil conserving growths was ex- 

cted to open the way for every 
armer in the country to become eligi- 
ble for some sort of subsidy. 

A hint of interdependence of _ the 
south and: the west camé “from 
Cobb, who told the farmers that the 
amount they will receive for cotton 
seed “will depend very greatly upon 
what our neighbor farmers in the 
corn and hog country do.” 

Would Depress Price. 

Cobb said there has been a general 
impression that farmers were planning 
to produce a 14,000,000-bale cotton 
crop this year and he warned that “a 
14,000,000-bale crop added to the cot- 
ton on hand August 1 could not help 
but seriously depress the pricé ... 
A 14,000,000-bale crop would also 
mean a drastie reduction in the pro- 
duction of food 
consumption.” 

Cobb said “it has been determined 
that at least 10,000,000 acres in the 
cotton states should be taken out of 
soil-depleting crops and put into crops 
that build up the soil.” He, with 
other officials. later declined to say 
whether this figure would include to- 
bacco, rice and peanut acreage. How- 
ever, Tolley inted out that Cobb 
had said “at least 10,000,000 acres.” 
There was no.denial of an earlier 
report ‘from officials that the AAA

The committees appointed included 
one for a study of soil depleting and 
conserving : another for soil con- 
servation and building practices; rates 
and conditions of payments; applica- 
tion forms and programs for 1937. 

Definitions of soil depleting crope—-. 
a necessity for the new program—are 
expected to vary for regions. A de- 
pleting crop in one section may be a 
soil-conserving crop in another. . 

Among those at the meeting who 
have not yet made up their mind about 
what the administration has to offer 
was Tom Linder, Georgia’s militant 
agriculture commissioner and fervent 
AAA critic. 

“I'll tell you more what I think 
about it when I can get a little better 
idea of what they are trying to say,” 
Linder said, 


LEADERS TO STUDY 
NEW FARM PROGRAM 

CHICAGO, March 5.—#)—Mid- 
western and southern farm leaders, 
anxious to be about their spring plant- 
ing, speeded critical studies tonight 
of the new agriculture adjustment 
program, which would limit major 
crops to an acreage of 270,000,000 
for the nation. 

As unfolded here and at a similar 
gathering in Memphis, Tenn., in a 
statement from Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Henry Wallace, the program sug- 
gesting a $470,000,000 soil conserva- 
tion-subsidy included these main 
points: 

The farm leaders here, numbering 
some 200 who were called into confer- 
ence on the proposal for “criticisms 
and suggestions for improvement in 
line with the farming needs of” a 
dozen midwestern states, estimated the 
total major crop acreage under the 
plan would be approximately the 
same as established under the now 
superseded AAA’s crop reduction ar- 
rangement last year. 

Wallace’s exposition of the new 
plan was read here by M. L. Wilson, 
assistant secretary of agriculture. 
Seven committees from the farm lead- 
ers present were later named to con- 
sider its various details. At Mem- 
phis, H. R. Tolly, consultant of the 
AAA, read it to a similar group in- 
cluding farmers from nearly every 
southern state. Later meetings, at 
New York and Salt Lake City, have 
been called to obtain recommendations 
for implementing the plan in other 
sections of the country. 

The secretary's statement added the 
plan would attain besides its major 
objectives of soil conservation and a 
air income level for the farmers, 
adequate protection for the consum- 
ers in assuring them sufficient food 
and fiber for domestic requirements 
during 1936. 


LASHINGS PRESCRIBED 
FOR BIGAMISTS IN 1823 


Arkansas Punishment Adopt- 
ed When State Was a 
Territory. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 5.— 
(P)—One hundred stripes across the 
back was the method used by Arkan- 
sas before the state was admitted to 
the Union to punish those whose ro- 
mantic impulses led them to commit 
bigamy. 

The punishment was priscribed in 
an act passed by the Arkansas terri- 
tory assembly of 1825. The act is 
induded in a yellow-paged, dusty di- 
gest of the statutes publishédin 1535. 
The yolume is one of thé oldest stored 
in the statehouse vaults. 

The digest was prepared by J. Steele 
and J. M. Campbell, attorneys, un- 
der the direction of John Pope, who 
was governor of the territory at the 
time. 

The act providing the pugishment 
for bigamy said that the gufity man 
or woman should be whipped on the 
bare back not less than 100 stripes, 
“well Jaid on.” In addition, the of- 
fense was punishable by a fine -of 
$100 to $500 and a jail term of from 
six to 12 months. ‘ 

The lash also was the punishment 
for burglars, not more than 39 stripes 
being provided for those convicted. 
They also were subject to a fine of 
treble the value of the property they 
stole and to a year’s prison term. 

If the burglar subjected anyone in 
the residence or store entered to per- 
sonal abuse or violence, or if he was 
armed with a weapon, the law decreed 
that he should stand in the pillory 
for three hours and be imprisoned for 
not more than seven years, im addi- 
tion to the other penalties. 

Thirty-nine stripes and two hours 
in the pillory was the oo for lar- 
ceny and from 25 to 39 stripes was 
the lot of hog thieves.

Text of ‘Statement by Wallace Bey 
Outlining New Farm Aid Plans 


| CHICAGO, March 5.—({AP)—The. 
text of a statement by Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A, Wallace con- 
cerning plans for putting into effect 
provisions of. the new soil conser- 
vation and. domestic allotment act, 
as read simultaneously today at re- 
ional farm conferences here and at 
emphis, Tenn., follows: 

The regional conferences at Chi- 
cago, Memphis, New York and Salt 
Lake City have been called so that 
‘farmers, farmers’ representatives and 
those who will be concerned in ad- 
ministration problems may _ give 
their advice and assistance in the de- 
velopment of a national program for 
1936 under the new soil conservation 
and domestic allotment act. 

In order that a plan for this year 
may be offered to farmers with the 
‘ Jeast possible delay, I am submitting 
the broad outlines of the program 
the department has been considering, 
and I am inviting your criticisms and 
suggestions for improvement in line 
with the farming needs of your 
region. To assure the closest co- 

operation of farmers in operating a 
program, it is best to begin by seek- 
ing their advice and help in work- 
ing out that program. 

The fundamental purposes of the 
new act were defined by President 

Roosevelt when he signed it. 


MAJOR OBJECTIVES 
LINKED WITH WELFARE 

“The new law,” the President said, 
“has three major objectives which 
are inseparably and of necessity 
linked with the national welfare. The 
first of these aims is conservation of 
the soil itself through wise and prop- 
er land use. The second purpose is 
the re-establishment and  mainte- 
nance of farm income at fair levels 
so that the gains made by agricul- 
ture in the past three years can be 
preserved and Mational recovery can 
continue. The third major objective 
is the protection of consumers by as- 
suring adequate supplies of food and 
fiber now and in the future.” 

The national goal of the tentative 
program for 1936 calls for an _ in- 
crease in the area of crop land in 
soil-conser-ing und soil-building crops 
such as grasses and legumes from the 
1930 level of about 100 million acres 
to about 130 million acres. 

This increase would result in a 
stoppage of much wa'te of soil, and 
an increase in the permanent value of 
farm land. It would mean increased 
assurance of adequate production of 
food and fiber in years to come, 

SOIL-DEPLETING CROPS 
PLANTED UNTIL RECENTLY 

As compared to the 100-million-acre 
average in soil-building crops, farm- 
ers of the nation until recently have 
been planting ‘c soil-depleting crops 
about 300 million acres, or an area 
three times as great. Use of 270 mil- 
lion acres in 1936 for crops which de- 
plete the soil would be ample at aver- 
age yields to provide the nation a 
supply of food and fiber equal to do- 
mestic consumption in the 1920-1929 
period, taking into consideration the 
modifying provisions in the act. 

In order to accomplish the national 
goal of increased plantings of crops 
which protect and impr ve the soil, 
it is necessary first to classify crops 
into two main groups—one main 
group consisting of soil-building and 
soil-conserving crops, and the other 
group consisting of major soil-deplet- 
ing crops. A plan of classification 
has been worked out and _ will 
submitted to the group at this meet- 
ing for review and further sugges- 
tions. . 

Next, it is necessary to adopt a 
rule or measure by which each farm- 
er can determine the part or acreage 
of his cultivated land which normal- 
ly has been planted to soil-depleting 
crops, and, wherever practicable, 
the part which normally has been 
planted to soil-conserving and soil- 
building crops. For 1936, the ob- 
jective would be to increase plant- 
ings of soil-building or soil-conserv- 
ing crops by shifting or diverting 
acreage formerly in_ soil-depleting 
crops to the soil-building and soil- 
conserving crops. The aim would be 
to obtain the greatest percentage of 
increase in soil-building crops in those 
areas where soil exhaustion is most 
serious. 

PLANS ARE WORKED OUT 
FOR ESTABLISHING BASES 


After careful study, a _ tentative 
plan for establishing bases has been 
worked out and is offered for further 
suggestion and improvement. The 
proposal is to use as the principal 
guides the acreages as they were in 
1935. Consideration should also be 
given to adjustments to correct for 
unusual conditions and recent 
changes in the use of crop. land. 
Farmers would estimate carefully 
their normal acreages of soil-deplet- 
ing crops. These estimates would be 
checked.for possible error under the 
direction of the county committees 
so as to establish qualifications to 
receive payments. 

Information which farmers will 
find essential in preparing to partic- 
ipate in the program would include 
(1) the normal acreage of all soil- 
depleting crops grown on the farm, 
and wherever practicable the normal 
acreage devoted to soil-improving 
crops, (2) the normal yield per acre 
of the major soil-depleting crop 
grown on the farm and (3) the acre- 
age to be devoted to soil-conserving 
and soil-depleting uses in 1936. 

As delevoped for discussion in 
these regional conferences, the plan 
proposes a system of conservation 
payments to farmers who wish to 
participate. This plan proposes that 
(1) a moderate soil-maintenance 
payment be made for each acre, up 
to a maximum, planted to soil-con- 
serving or soil-building crops or de- 
voted to approved soil-conversation 
practice in 1936, and (2) a larger 
soil-improvement payment per acre 
be made for each acre shifted from 
soil-depleting crops to soil-conserving 
or soil-building crops, provided that 
this payment would be made only up 
to a specified maximum percentage. 
The maximum percentage of change 
in use of land on which payment 
would be made would be established 
for a region or a state for the pur- 
pose of assuring maintenance of an 
adequate supply of commodities 
grown principally in that region or 
state, and of keeping within budget 
limitations. The amount of the soil- 
improvement payment would vary 
according to productivity of the land. 
The soil-maintenance payment per 
acre on land already in soil-building 
crops would assist farmers who have 
been following good system of farm- 
ing to continue and improve their 
systems. This payment also would 
help farmers whose farming systems 
have been so far out of balance that 
in the first year they could qualify 
only for this type of grant. 

LARGER PAYMENTS PERMIT 
CHANGE IN PROGRAMS 


The larger soil-improvement pay- 
ments would allow those farmers who 
have ‘been forced into intensive sys- 
tems of farming in order to “make 
both ends meet” to,change to a more 
extensive type of farming that would 
protect the future productivity of 
their farms as well as meet their 
present needs. The actual amount 
which could be paid farmers would 
vary from region to region and from 
farm to farm, according to the pro- 
ductitvity of the soil, and, in the 
south, accord to the soil-depleting 
erop from which diversion was made 
to a soil-conserving crop. 

In the case of farms occupied by 


share tenants or share croppers, it, 


is proposed to divide the payments 
between landlords and those actually 
Secapatag the land. Farmers rent- 
ing for cash would receive the entire 
payment, 

, e new act carries a_ specific 
lintit. of 500 million dollars on the to- 
tal amount of obligations that may 
be incurred in any calendar year. It 
also limits amount that may be 
appropriated for any fiscal year to 
500 million dollars. To make possi- 
ble a continuing program, annual ap- 
propriations by congress will be re- 
quired. eM 
$440,000,000 IS SOUGHT - 
FOR SOIL CONSERVATION 

There is now pending before con- 
gress a bill appropriating $440,000,- 
Q00 for carrying out the 1936 soil- 
conservation program. It is possible 
that other funds may become avail- 
able, and that.these may bring the 
total up to 470 millions. This is a 
definite top to expenditures in 1936. 
If soil-maintenance payments are 
made at the rate of 75 cents to $1 an 
acre, these payments would total 
from 75 to 100 million dollars. Al 
lowance has to be made for adminis- 
trative expenses in Washington and 
in the field. On this basis, there 
would be left for distribution as soil- 
improvement payments somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 350 million dol- 
lars. _It will be seen that the finan- 
cial limitations laid down in the act 
are such that great care must 
taken in the country as a whole and 
in each state to stay within the limi- 
tations. 

In addition to the funds available 
for both kinds of soil - conservation 
payments, congress has made avyail- 
able, under various provisions of the 
agricultural adjustment act and re- 
lated legislation, funds for the re- 
moval of surpluses, including specific 
funds for the removal of surplus 
dairy products, for diversion of prod- 
ucts from the normal channels of 
trade, expansion of domestic and ex- 
port markets, and for payments in 
connection with that portion of com- 
— used for domestic consump- 
ion. 

MINIMUM PERFORMANCE 
REQUIREMENTS FIXED 


To make sure that each farmer re- 
ceiving a conservation payment var- 
ries out genuine soil conservation op- 
erations on his farm, it is proposed 
that minimum performance in cer- 
tain respects be required before he 
can qualify. This minimum perform- 
ance would include (1) having in 
1986 an acreage of _ soil-conserving 
crops equal to not less than a given 
per cent of the total acreage devoted 
to soil-depleting crops or a given per 
cent of the-base acreage of soil-con- 
serving crops, or as possible alterna- 
tives in lieu of this minimum acre- 
age, the adoption of designated prac- 
tices with respect to soil conserva- 
tion or erosion control; (2) having 
in 1936 an acreage of soil-depleting 
crops not in excess of the soil-deplet- 
ing base acreage determined for the 
farm, and (3) maintaining in 1936 
the acreage formerly devoted to food 
—_ feed crops for home consump- 
ion. " 

The proposed administrative or- 
ganization in the field would be dem- 
ocratic in principle and procedure 
and would be built around county 
associations of farmers, represented 
by county and community commit- 
tees. In those counties which spe- 
cialize.in one crop and which con- 
sequently had only one county com- 
mittee or association under the ad- 
justment act, this committee would 
continue to function pending perma- 
nent organization. In counties hav- 
ing committees or associations rep- 
resenting more than one commodity, 
a new committee would be set up to 
represent a combination of the for- 
mer committees, including represent- 
atives of the county program plan- 
ning committee. This new combina- 
tion committee would serve pending 
permanent organization in the field. 
The organization would call for a 
single state board or committee. Co- 
operation of state land grant colleges 
and state extension services will be 
sought just as those agencies were 


asked to co-operate in working out || 


the adjustment programs. 
FARMERS EITHER READY 
OR ALREADY PLANTING 


The conditions which farmers need 
to know in order to participate in 
the program have been decided upon 
quickly since farmers are already 
planting or preparing to plant, and 
the limited time will prevent a high 
degree of regional refinements in the 
plan. However, at the meetings being 
held this week and next in the south, 
the middle west, the far west, and 
the northeast, special attention will 
undoubtedly be given to the condi- 
tions and needs of these four great 
regions. The 1936 plan, it is expect- 
ed, will provide for regional differ- 
ences in the kind and number of 
acres to be diverted from soil-deplet- 
ing to soil-conserving crops. This dif- 
ferentiation, the proposed payments 
on average already devoted to soil- 
conserving or soil-building crops, and 
the fact that farmers will have a 
rather wide range within which to 
adjust their farming plan will com- 
bine to offer a flexible program to 
the individual farmers. - 

RESEARCH IS PLANNED | 
FOR 1937 PROGRAM 


Meanwhile, research to provide a 
basis for a 1937 program needs to be 
begun as soon as the 1936 program 
is decided upon.' During the remain- 
der of this year, efforts will be made 
to bring together the results of the 
experimental and demonstrational 
work which is now being done. This 
includes: comprehensive research of 
the soil-conservation service, results 
of the regionad adjustment studies of 
last summer and fall, findings of the 
farm groups now engaged in county 
planning projects and information 
which the land grant college experi- 
ment stations are assembling. In this 
way, a more thoroughly scientific 
basis will be made available for the 
programs of 1937 and later years. 

By next year it should be possible 
to make further allowance for dif- 
ferences between regions and states. 
Gradually a series of state programs, 
each adapted to the needs of the 
farmers of that state and fitting into 
the needs of the nation as a whole, 
should be worked out. These plans 
will lay the basis for the state-federal 
co-operative program which the law 
provides must be in effect no later 
than January 1, 1938.

IDLE MILLIONS 

The approximately $17,000,000 
in federal highway funds now due 
Georgia and being held in Washing- 
ton because of the chaotic condi- 
tions existing in the state govern- 
ment would, if put to work at once 
on the roads of the state, not only 
bring new paved highways that 
have long been needed, but would 
go far toward eliminating the un- 
employment problem in Georgia, 
giving new stimulus to business and 


industry. 

Not only is this vast sum tied 
up, but the State Highway Depart- 
ment has expended for highway 
work during the past two years 
only about one-half of the money 
received from gasoline and other 
motor taxes in the state. 

In 1934 the receipts allocated to 
the highway department from these 
sources amounted to $10,378,000, 
which, with the $1,360,000 balance 
brought over from 1933, gave the 
department a total of $11,738,000 
in state funds for the year. Of this 
total only $6,984,483 was used, 
leaving a balance of $4,754,000. 

Thus during 1934, when business 
and industry were increasing their 
expenditures to the limit in order 
to aid in the drive to reduce un- 
employment and increase trade, the 
es Department increased 
its idle balance from $1,360,000 to 
$4,754,000. 

This money was not expended for 
highway development, for which it 
was intended, and which did not 
play the important part it could have 


lars on the highways of the state 
during the next nine months. If 
this should be done the beneficial 
effects would be immediaté and far- 
réaching in every congressional! dis- 
trict in Georgia.

THE RITTER IMPEACHMENT 

The adoption by the house of 
representatives of a resolution to 
impeach Federal Judge Halstead L. 
Ritter, of the southern district 
Florida, climaxes several years of 
attacks upon the manner in which 
he has conducted his court. The 
opposition to him was centered in 
Miami and dates back to the years 
immediately following the collarse 
of the boom, during which many 
bankruptcy cases were brought be- 
fore him. 

As the result of the action of the 
house, Judge Ritter must stand 
trial in the senate on charges of 
misbehavior, high crimes and mis- 
demeanor in office. 

The trial before the senate will 
either substantiate or disprove the 
charges upon which his -impeach- 
ment is demanded by the house. 

A clean and upright judiciary is 
the bulwark of the nation’s safety. 
Whether or not Judge Ritter has 
conducted himself in an unbecom- 
ing manner the senate must say 
after hearing the evidence. 

If it develops during his trial that 
he has made the improper use of 
his authority, as charged, he should, 
ot course, be deposed. 


WAYS TO HIGHWAY SAFETY 


In connection with its campaign 
to secure practical suggestions that 
may prove of value to state offi- 
cials in reducing the staggering toll 
from highway accidents, the Review 
of Reviews publishes the results of 
the questions asked by Alan H. 
Tripp, of Battle Creek, Mich., of 
more than a thousand drivers and 
traffic officials. 
Mr. Tripp found that 65 per cent 
ot accidents are caused by high 
speed, but he also learned that 65 
per cent of the autoists he -inter- 
viewed do not want the speed of 
cars reduced. He therefore suggests 
that governors be installed on all 
cars, limiting the speed to 60 miles 
per hour. 

He also suggests that each state 
have a motor vehicle complaint de- 
purtment to which could be report- 
ed cases of reckless driving; the 
building of no more highways un- 
til all main highways now existing 
are widened to permit three lanes; 
the elimination of all roadside 
ditches, and the straightening, 
wherever possible, of all curves, and 
the placing of protection bars at all 
danger spots.

A Yorkshire vicar who is relinuish- 
ing his parish has explained to his 
congregation that he has preached a 
thousand sermons there and that no 
congregation should be expected to 
listen to so many from the same man. 
A famous Victorian judge, says the 
Guardian, would have heartily agreed. 
A man was being tried for murder 
before Mr. Justice Maule; it was a 
difficult case, and Hawkins, for the 
defense, had been instructed to call 
the local clergyman, who had under- 
taken to give all the help he could 
to a plea of insanity. He supported 
the plea on the ground that after at~ 
tending church regularly for 34 years, 
the man had suddenly and without 
apparent reason, become a “‘Sabbath- 
breaker.” The judge, who did not 
believe in pleas of insanity, took the 
vicar in hand and extracted the in- 
formation that during the man’s long 
attendance in church he had listened 
to about 104 sermons per year all 
written and pronouncéd by the vicar 
himself.

In the hot 
lowlands are raised cotton, sugar and 
coconuts, and in the cooler uplands 
wheat, maize, coffee and tea.

it the ‘place of lost souls.’ Around 
the lake is a ‘menagerie graveyard,’ 
great deposits of fossil bones of ele- 
phants, antelopes, hippopotamuses and 
crocodiles, washed down by streams in 
the ancient past. 

“Forming the boundary of Kenya’s 
southwest corner is huge Lake Vic- 
toria, second largest fresh water lake 
in the world. It is the chief source 
of the White Nile.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Smoke in the atmosphere over a city 
injures the health of every man, wom- 
an and child in the city. It increases 
the cost of living. It imposes a tax 
of from four to twelve dollars a year 
on every resident. It diminishes ma- 
terially the growth of plants and 


therefore makes food more expensive. 
Experiments carried on at Leeds, Eng- 
land, showed that lettuce grew four 
times as fast in a clear district as it 
did in a smoky district. 

Smoke in the atmosphere absorbs the 
ultraviolet. of sunlight. Baltimore 
health department found there was 50 
per cent more ultraviolet light in the 
country than in the city. Chicago 
health department found there was a 
loss of from 43 to 51 per cent of the 
ultraviolet light in Chicago on smoky 


ays. 

Now take Pittsburgh. Famous for 
smoke and soot. And grime and gra— 
well, famous that way. The Mellon 
Institute studied the pall and made 
some estimates of the results. For in- 
stance the proper stoking of furnaces 
would prevent a loss of fuel due to 
imperfect combustion of about $2.80 
a year for every person in the city. 
O’Connor who conducted the institute's 
survey estimated that the extra ex- 
pense of cleaning clothes, laundry and 
dry cleaning due to the pall in. Pitts- 
burgh is $4.10 a year for each person. 
The expense of repainting, repaper- 
ing, replacing hangings, repairing res- 
idences and other buildings and wash- 
ing windows soiled by smoke amounts 
to $2.26 per annum per person. The 
loss due to damage of merchandise in 
stores by smoke in the air is $3 a 
year for each person. The pall also 
diminishes the amount of daylight and 
increases lighting bills. O'Connor 
places the economic loss from smoke 
in Pittsburgh at about $20 a year for 
each person. 

The United States Public Health 
Service found that 296 tons of smoke 
and dust were deposited in Washing- 
ton, D. C., a comparatively smokeless 
place, per square mile per year, 154 
tons of which was carbon and 142 
tons ash. In Pittsburgh, the Mellon 
Institute investigation indicated, the 
annual deposit of dust amounts to 
1,031 tons to the square mile. The 
outlook is even darker in Baltimore, 
where 1,800 tons of dust is deposited 
over a square mile in a year. Salt 
Lake City is fairly bright, with only 
250 tons of dust per square mile per 
annum. If you want to get out from 
under you should go to Colorado 
Springg, where the insignificant trace 
of mae comes from the cigaret stubs 
the weaker sex carelessly throw away. 
Or sojourn in southern California or 
southern Florida where there is no 
smoke at all to speak of, save the sea- 
sonal smudge when they are heating 
the orange groves. 


As a question of economy, comfort 
and health, would it not be wise to 
spend, say, 10 cents a year per person, 
on a systematic program to eliminate 
at least the great excess of smoke pol- 
lution, which is quite unnecessary in 
any case and intolerable in a residen- 
tial district?

On a variety of reports received from 
responsible sources in the state, Geor- 
gia delegation members are now about 
convinced that Governor Talmadge 
ven up any plans he may have 

had for calling a preferential primary. 

There is growing belief, in fact, 
that he may in time even abandon 
any attempt to wrest the Georgia na- 
tional convention delegation from 

ent Roosevelt by naming the 
delegates personally in lieu of a pri- 
mary. Heretofore it has been assumed 
that Talmadge forces would seek to 
send a hand-picked slate of uninstruct- 
ed delegates to the Philadelphia con- 
vention if a primary is not called. 

Close friends of the Governor are 
known to have advised against pro- 
ceeding further with his anti-Roose- 
velt campaign. They have emphasized 
the effect such a course, if continued, 
would have on any future political 
plans he may have. 

On the other hand, it has been 
ang tay out to him that it may not 

too late to regain some of his lost 
rant iy | by retiring from the presi- 
dential fight as gracefully as the cir- 
cumstances permit. He could do this, 
his friends have reminded him, by 
making the simple announcement 
that Georgia is for Roosevelt and con- 
sequently he will not seek to throw 
any further obstacles in the way of 
b velt-instructed delegation. 

Whether or not the Governor has 
actually reached this conclusion yet 
observers of state affairs are more or 
less sure that he will before many more 
weeks roll by. As the other states, 
one by one, complete their convention 
slates and it becomes obvious to the 
most dubious of the remaining doubt- 
ful Thomases that Roosevelt’s renom- 
ination is certain, Talmadge, it is held, 
can hold out no longer.

I participated in my own feeble 
way in Governor Talmadge’s cam- 
paign for re-election. His opposi- 
tion suddenly charged that he was 
not in sympathy with the program 
of our great humanitarian President, 
Mr. Roosevelt. This I could not be- 
lieve. At his insistence in a speech 
at Waycross I branded these charges 
false in no uncertain terms. To the 
people of Georgia I must now admit 
that my confidence was misplaced, 


The Governor thought the same of 
the President then as he thinks to 
day. He wilfully misled me and oth- 
ers to the contrary. 

Piven after his re-election the Gov- 
ernor kept those followers of his who 
were ardent supporte%s of the Presi- 
dent in the dark as to his real feel- 
ing toward Mr. Roosevelt. 


In January, 1935, with the 
pledges of 188 out of 205 members 
of the house safely locked in my 
desk, I announced my candidacy for 
re-election as speaker. The Gover- 
nor, realizing that I had _ these 
pledges, announced that he was sup- 
porting me. I felt then, and I know 
now, that if the Governor had had 
the slightest idea that he could have 
defeated me for speaker he would 
have done so. But he knew he 
couldn’t and he did not try. 

Insists on Appointment. 


In appointing my committees in 
the house of representatives I con- 
sulted with the Governor. He was 
anxious about some of the chairman- 
ships. Only one did he insist upon, 
and that one was J. Wesley Culpep- 
per, of Fayette county, co-chairman 
of the appropriations committee. I 
had served with Mr. Culpepper be- 
fore and, although he was not a 
particular friend of mine in the past, 
I felt that his experience and his 
friendship for the Governor warrant- 
ed the naming of him to the posi- 
tion of chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee. 

At that time the Governor had 
determined to support Charles D. 
Redwine, also of Fayette county for 
president of the senate. The presi- 
dent of the senate, also at the re- 
quest of the Governor, named Sena- 
tor William M. Lester, of Augusta, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, although there were other 
members of the senate far more ex- 

rienced in handling appropriations 
than Senator Lewis. 

The Governor's 1934 victory had 
been so overwhelming I felt it was 
my duty to the people of the state

to go down the line with his pro- 
gram, whether or not I agreed with 
every item and every detail of it. 
The people had spoken in no. uncer- 
tain terms. This I did. 

I told the Governor that kbwas go- 
ing down the line with him, that 
the house of representatives was. 
He thanked me heartily and he told 
me and others of the house that 
when we had completed his program 
he would go fishing and not oppose 
other legislation which the house and 
senate had in mind. 

Lobbies Against Bills. 

We put the Governor’s program 
through in record time and the Gov- 
ernor then wanted us to quit and 
go home. Instead of keeping faith 
with us and permitting us to work 
out other problems he stayed at the 
capitol, morning, noon and night, 
lobbying in the senate against every 
other measure which was brought up. 

The principal legislation the house 
had in mind was that which would 
have permitted the state to share in 
the Roosevelt recovery program. 

The federal congress was in ses- 
sion and was preparing three of the 
main items of the President’s pro- 
gram. These were the social security 
act, covering unemployment _§insur- 
ance and old-age pensions, the re- 
modeled public works act, designed 
to give work to hundreds of thou- 
sands of people on useful public 
works, and the general relief bill 
providing funds to take care of the 
unemployed and help finance the com- 
mon schools of state which did not 
themselves have enough money to fi- 
nance them. 

The general assembly, anxious 
that Georgia should get her pro- 
rata share of all federal money, 
named a committee to go to Wash- 
ington to discuss the same _ with 
the men and women President Roose- 
velt had appointed to administer his 
program. I was named chairman of 
this committee. Serving with me on 
the part of the house were Repre- 
sentative Roy V. Harris, of Rich- 
mond county, the floor leader, and 
Representative Herman Watson, of 
Paulding county, the chairman of the 
house committee on education. ‘The 
senate named Senator W. Fred Scott, 
of Thomasville, its floor leader, and 
Senator Lester, both Talmadge men. 

Washington Conferences. 

In Washington we conferred with 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel Roper, 
Works Progress Administrator Harry 
L. Hopkins, Major Philip Fleming, 
the administrative assistant to Pub- 
lic Works Administrator Ickes, -and 
others. All of them were overjoyed 
to know that the general assembly 
of Georgia was ready to help the 
President. 

‘“‘When we returned to Atlanta we 
called upon the. Governor at his 
home and we told him that our visit 
to the capitol had shown us that it 
was necessary for Georgia to enact 
some legislation to participate in 
the recovery program. 

“Then and there for the first time 
the Governor let us know definitely 
that he was opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s program, that he disliked the 
President personally, that there 
wasn’t going to be any companion 
legislation in Georgia if he could 
help it. ; 

“The Governor asked the commit- 
tee to let him dictate its report, say- 
ing that if so he could use it in a 
campaign against the President. He 
promised us that he would emblazon 
our names on the front page of every 
periodical in the country. We de- 
clined to accede to his wish. We 
would not let him make politics out 
of our trip. We knew that we were 
dealing with human lives and we de- 
clined to barter them away that the 
Governor, might advance himself. 

“We went away from that visit 
feeling that the Governor never 
would support the President. But 
what we did not feel was that he 
would be bold enough to go forth 
in Georgia and elsewhere seeking to 
tear down everything that the Presi- 
dent was building, seeking the very 
office of president itself. 

Passed Legislation. 

“But the general assembly of Geor- 
gia was elected by the people and 
not by the Governor. It was respon- 
sible to the people and not to the 
Governor. So the day after our 
visit to the Governor we went to the 
capitol and in the house proceeded 
to enact such legislation as would 
romptly make available to the state 
ber rt of federal relief funds. 

e Governor got busy and he 
killed our bills in the senate. 

Chief among the features of this 
legislation was an amendment to 
our state constitution which would 
have permitted us to share in the 
benefits of old-age pensions. 

This proposed amendment went 
through the house and senate with 
flying colors. The Governor prompt- 
ly vetoed it. 

The house passed the amendment 
over his veto but the senate stood by 
him. I do not believe he had author- 
ity to veto such an amendment but 
he did. 

The other legislation died in sen- 
ate committees. Why? Because with 
only 51 members in the senate the 
Governor did not need but a hand- 
ful to carry his point. He got them. 
He has some of them on the state 
pey roll today. Others he has per- 
ormed services for and is continuing 
te aid. Whether these jobs were given 


in return for the vote of the senators 
I cannot say. The fact remains that 
the Governor got the votes and the 
senators got the preferment. 

The general assembly entered the 
last week of its session with only the 
appropriation bill before it. I had 
sponsored a seven months school 
term bill, but the Governor vetoed it. 


I had sponsored other legislation but 
it either met with a veto pen or the 
Governor’s senate majority and was 


killed. 
Tax Bill, 


Suddenly out of a clear sky the 
Governor conceived the idea that the 
general assembly should submit a 
constitutional amendment limiting 
the over-all taxes at 15 mills, includ- 
ing a 5-mill limit on intangible taxes. 

e had in mind a measure which 
would have granted tax exemptions 
on owner-occupied homes and also an 
intangible tax amendment. At the 
Governor’s’ persuasion we abandoned 
our program and accepted his. 

ie Governor came before a joint 
meeting of the house and senate. 
He was loud in his praise of the 
general assembly. He said he had 
never seen or heard of a_ general 
assembly which had done its work 
so well. This was only three days 
before the close of the session. The 
Governor wanted the tax limitation 
voted. So anxious was to co- 
operate that I came down off the 
speaker’s stand and made a speech 
which I believe aided materially in 
passing this amendment. 

is done, the Goverhor was 
through with the assembly. He had 
everything he wanted. 

During those last two days of the 
session and ever since he has had 
nothing but contempt for the legis- 
lature. Why? Because it had pow- 
er that he wanted. 

As director of the budget the Gov- 
ernor had submitted an appropria- 
tion bill which increased the appro- 
priations to a few of his favorite 
departments, including the Gover- 
nor’s office, the Department of Agri- 
culture, and the military depart- 
ment, whefte everyone knows on.f 
Talmadge henchmen hold forth. 

Decreasel Appropriations. 

The budget bill. as submitted by 
the Governor, decreased the appro- 
priation to the common schools, to 
the health department, to the elee- 
mosynary institutions and to the 
university system. 

The bill went to the house com- 
mittee on appropriations. There by 
a unanimous vote the figures were 
changed. The Governor’s favorite de- 
partments were put where they were 
originally, and the people’s favorite 
departments were given what the 
committee believes to be as adequate 
support as the revenue of the state 
would permit. 

The school appropriation was made 
$4,250,000 as against $4,000,000 fa- 


-vored by the Governor. Administra- 


tor Hopkins had told us that if we 
gave the schools $4,250,000 he would 
add another million and a half or 
two million. The total would have 
been reasonably adequate. It looked 
like the first square deal Georgia’s 
common schools had ever had was 
coming to them. 


The house made certain that this 
would not be cut. It provided that 
other appropriations could be pared 
down if the revenue was not forth- 
coming. 


When the bill got to the senate he 
controlled the Governor went to 
work. He succeeded in having the 
bill rewritten and the figures he 
originally fixed placed back in it. 

He also succeeded in killing our 
provision which would have barred 
a cut in the school funds. 


Didn’t Want U. S. Funds. 


He didn’t want any federal money 
to come into Georgia’s schools. He 
knew that his kind of political tac- 
tics would not thrive in good times. 
Demagogues are at their height only 
when the common people are at 
their lowest. 

The bill went into conference. 
Every conferee named on the part of 
the senate was chosen by the Gover- 
nor. They were given their inetruc- 
tions. They were told to kill the bill. 
Then the Governor could do with 
the funds as he wished. 


The Governor got what he-wanted. 
He did not want the funds of the 
people to be dispensed by the legis- 
lature chosen by the people. He 
wanted them to be dispensed by the 
Governor and those of his choosing. 

Now we come down to the present. 

The Governor did not want Comp- 
troller General William B. Harrison 
and State Treasurer George B. Ham- 
ilton, elected oe people, — 
the money. ese two men ha 
minds of their own. The Governor 
wanted officials who would do just 
what he told them, no more, no

Hamilton Waited. 


Mr. Hamilton would not pay the 
judges. He waited until February 
1. The minute he mailed out the 
checks to the superior court judges, 
and the appellate court judges drew 
theirs, Treasurcr Hamilton knew he 
was on the way out. The Governor 
could no longer use him. 


The same went for Mr. Harrison. 
The Governor waited until the comp- 
troller had collected something like 
$1,500,000 in gasoline money before 
booting him out. The Governor knew 
he needed that money. He knew also 
that if Mr. Harrison wasn’t there 
to get it the oil companies would be 
likely to put it up with the courts to 
hold it. Once that money was paid 
in, the Governor was through with 
Mr. Harrison. 

Then our noble state was treated 
to the sorry spectacle of a detail of 
national guardsmen working under 
military orders of pitching these two 
fine officials bodily out of the capi- 
tol. They had ‘committed only one 
“crime” that of doing their duty. 

The Governor knew that the state 
was up in arms. He knew that Geor- 
gia does not want her officials treat- 
ed thusly. He looked around for 
someone to blame. There was the 
general assembly. He tried to put 
the blame there. He couldn’t forget 
that he was still campaigning against 
the New Deal, probably with repub- 
lican money, so he brought the Presi- 
dent and his hundreds of thousands 
of Georgia supporters into it, too. 
He blamed them. 

Can it be that the Governor knows 
that his days are numbered? Can it 
be that he knows that the state is 
through with him and his kind? 
There is one force stronger in Geor- 
gia than the will of the Governor 
and his bayonets. That force can- 
not be denied its opportunity to as- 
sert itself. The Governor and his 
cohorts will learn their fate in due 
time.

tempt to justify his illegal conduct 
by seeking to place the blame on the 
general assembly and to cast asper- 
sion on its members, I would like to 
refer to the record in order that the 
record may be kept straight: 

“There is no need for us to defend 
the record of the general assembly. 
The Governor did that for us on 
March 20, 1935. The public will re- 
call that in the closing days of the 
session, the Governor overnight con- 
ceived a plan to straighten out the 
tax situation in Georgia, to-wit, the 
constitutional amendment limiting the 
ad valorem rate and classifying tan- 
gible and intangible property. He 
was invited to address the joint meet- 
ing of the senate and house and he 
appeared before us. The first thing 
that he said was this: 

Praises Assembly. 

“IT wish to state in the beginning 
that this general assembly of 1085- 
1936 has already written into law 
more measures to help the people of 


‘this state than any other 10 gen- 


eral assemblies combined since the 
Civil War. I wish to state further 
that I have been watching the gen- 
eral assembly for the past 15 or 

years, and I have never seen 
a general assembly work as ear- 
nestly and put in as much time on 
the problems that were before them 


as this present general assembly has | },, 


done.” 


The Governor then proceeded to 
praise the assembly for approving his 
suspension of the automobile tag tax 
and for adopting the $3 tag tax; for 
approving the suspension of the pub- 
lic service commissioners; for approv- 
ing his diversion of $2,000,000 from 
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Governor and the creation of the po- 
sition of lieutenant governor. 
_ He then called upon us to solve the 
tax problem which was covered in the 
constitutional amendment known as 
the “15 mills limitation bill,” which 
the general assembly passed and which 
will be voted on in the election this 
fall, and as to this, he said: 
“Ladies and gentlemen of this gen- 
eral assembly, if we can reach out 
and solve this problem that I am ap-4 
proaching now, this general assembly 
will go ringing down the ages for 100 
years.” 


Forgotten in Year? 
We passed what he asked us to do 
but it seems that in less than one 

r _ Governor has forgotten what 
said. 

In this address he further said: 
“Put this limitation on the tangible 
property and if I am your Governor, 
as soon as this intangible amendment 
that you voted on yesterday is 
back 
here and then we will have to go 
after it and work it out.” If this 
amendment is adopted in November 
and he is still Governor, I wonder if 
he will call a special session to dea! 
with the tax situation when he will 
not call a special session to deal with 
appropriations? 

‘To further keep the record straight, 
I want to briefly refer to the position 
of the house on the general appropria- 
tions bill: The Governor, as director 
of the budget, submitted to the house 
an appropriations bill fof the years 
1936-37 and in this bill he asked us 
to increase the appropriations for the 
Department of Agriculture for the year 
1936 by $168,000 above the approprta- 
tion for 1935. He set up an increase 
in the Department of Audits of $35.- 
000; the comptroller general by $88,- 
000. He asked for an increase of 
$28,500 in his own department and 
at the same time he asked us to 
reduce the appropriation to the com- 
mon schools of Georgia by $564,000 
and reduced the appropriation for the 
University System by $200,000. The 
appropriations committee, without a 
dissenting vote, refused to approve the 
increase in appropriations for a few 
departments of government at expense 
of the common schools, the University 
System and eleemosynary institutions, 
and restored the appropriations of the 
Governor, comptroller general, auditor 
and department to the basis of their 
appropriatiofis for 1935 and the ap- 
propriations bill as passed by the 
house gave the eleemosynary institu- 
tions $1,800.000; the University Sys- 
tem, $1,343.000: common schools $4.- 
250,000, with the proviso that the 
Governor could not reduce this appro- 
priation to the common schools. 

Senate Changes. 

The appropriations bill passed the 
house on March 
senate. On March 21 the appropria- 
tions bill passed the senate with the 
following changes made in the house 
bill: The senate reduced the appro- 
priation the house made for the elee- 
mosynary institutions from $1,800.000 
to $1,648,000, the figure set by the 
Governor in his bill, and reduced the 
appropriation for the University Sys- 
tem from $1,343,000 to $1,300,000, the 
figure set by the Governor; they re- 
duced the appropriation to the board 
of health from $150,000 to $125,000, 
the figure set by the Governor. They 
appropriated to the Department. of 
Agriculture 97 per cent of the fees 
to be collected by that office, which 
would have amounted to an increase 
of $100,000 over the appropriations 
made by the house and restored to 
the executive department, under an- 
other name, the increased appropria- 
tion which the house refused to ap- 
prove and struck from the appropria- 
tion to the common schools the pro- 
viso of the house bill which prohibited 
the Governor from reducing this ap- 
propriation. 

“The house refused to concur in 
the senate amendments to the ap- 
propriations bill and the bill went to 
a conference committee composed of 
three members from the senate. and 
three members from the house. The 
chairman of both the house and senate 
committee were the respective chair- 
men of the appropriations committee 
of the house and finance committee 
of the senate who were personal, po- 
litical friends of the Governor, ap- 
pointed to these positions with the 
Governor’s approval, All the mem- 
bers of this first conference commit- 
tee on the part of the senate and 
house were political supporters of 
the Governor, yet on March 23 they 
were unable to agree on the bill and 
eo reported and thereafter, two other 
conference committees were appoint- 
ed and they could not agree and on 
all of these conference committees, 
Senator Lester, chairman of the sen- 
ate finance committee and a political 
supporter of the Governor, served as 
a member. 

Split on Schools. 

“This conference committee never 
reported to the senate or the house 
any agreément and therefore, the mem- 
bers of the general assembly had no 
opportunity whatsoever to pass on the 
matter. he crux of the disagree- 
ment in committee was on the ap- 

ropriation to the common schools. 

he senate members sticking by their 
provision giving the Governor the 
right to use a red pencil on appropria- 
tions to common schools and the mem- 
bers of the house committee insisting 
that the common schools appropriation 
be not subject to any reduction. 

“The reason that the house insisted 
that the common schools be given 
more than four million dollars was 
because Dr. Collins, the superintend- 
ent of education, appeared before the 
appropriations committee and said 
that unless the legislature showed 
good faith in making a substantial 
increase in appropriations for common 
schools, Georgia would not be able to 
share the grant of federal funds and 
if the general assembly made a rea- 
sonable increase and an assurasce that 
this appropriation would be paid, the 
state would not lose any part of the 
allotment of two million dollars which 
was to be given outright by the fed- 
eral government to the support of the 
public schools of Georgia. 

“In the past years, the appropria- 
tions to public schools having been 
reduced on an average of 20 per cent 
a year each year and with thousands 
of teachers being unpaid, the schools 
ing closed, the house of representa- 
tives thought that as a matter of fair- 
ness and protection to the children 
of the state, the schools should be 
paid the amount appropriated to them 
and at the same time be able to share 
in federal funds.

The bonds are those deposit- 
ed by banks while Hamilton was treas- 
urer to cover deposits made by the 
state with the various banks. 

James A. Branch, one of the at- 
torneys representing Hamilton, later 
appeared before Judge Humphries and 
requested a continuance. Mr. Branch 
told the judge he previously had a case 
set for hearing before the United 
States supreme court Saturday. Judge 
Humphries then said he would take the 
last case up some day next week. Mr. 
Branch explained he was not repre- 
senting Mr. Hamilton in the litiga- 
tion involving the banks which is set 
for hearing tomorrow. He added, how- 
ever, that he would like to hear the 
evidence in this case and the i 
took his request under advisement. It 
may be that the entire matter will go 
over until next week. 


Meanwhile, in Columbus, payment

Wittily Traces History 
of Humor. 


Jokes, anecdotes, and gleanings 
from the pages of American humor- 
ists, interspersed with laughter from 
an eppcecating sedunce, featured th 
talk on “The Social Role of Humor, 
by Dr. George EB. Vincent, educator, 
author, and lecturer, at the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club last night under the 
auspices of Town Hall Intime. 

Briefly tracing humor and laughter 
from the time of Aristotle, Dr. Vin- 
cent declared that laughter changed 
with the times, and that there was a 
definite evolution in “this expression 
of emotion released under varying 
conditions.” 

“However,” he said, “the fact that 
one has a sense of humor is no proof 
that he is not mildly insane.” 

Changing into a more serious mood, 
Dr. Vincent pointed out the various 
causes of laughter as well as the 
many forms of humor. Ridicule is 
the most necessary form of humor, 
he said, for it is not only the eas 
lest way to coerce an individual back 
into line, but it is most effective in 
abolishing obsolete ideas. “And humor 
is a symbol of liberty, he continued. 
Look at Russia, Italy, and Germany, 
where remarks concerning the govern- 
ment are absolutely forbidden.” 


Dr. Vincent was introduced by Rab- 
bi David Marx. An open forum dis- 
cussion, planned to follow the lecture, 
was not held, due to a severe cold 
of the speaker and the resulting throat 
irritation.

King Warns, ‘Nation is Rush- 
Into Consolidation of All 
Power in U. S.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(>)— 
Despite warnings by Senator, King, 
democrat, Utah, that the nation was 
“rushithg madly into consolidation of 
all power in the federal government,” 
the senate today passed the $420,000,- 
000 Norris rural electrification bill 
and sent it to the house. 

At a. White House conference ear- 
lier in the week Senator Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, author of the bill, 
agreed to scale the 10-year program 
from $100,000,000 @ year for 10 years 
to $50,000,000 a year for the first 
two years and $40,000,000 for the re- 
maining eight years, 

The bill would establish a new. ru- 
ral electrification administration and 
empower it to lend to states, rural 
municipalities, utility districts, farm 
co-operatives, or limited dividend cor- 
porations to install and operate gen- 
erating, and_ distributing systems 
where none now exist. 

In. order to provide a market for 
the power, farmers would be financed 
in purchasing and installing house- 
hold and farm electrical equipment. 
Their loans would be repayable over 
a five-year period, or a period equal 
to two-thirds the life of the equip- 
ment bought. 

An qmendment by Senator Walsh, 
democrat, Massachusetts, which was 
accepted, would require borrowers to 
accept the “lowest responsible bid” 
for equipment for their systems on 
any purchase exceeding $500. An- 
other by Senator Logan, democrat, 
Kentucky, also voted, would prohibit 
borrowers selling their projects to pri- 
vate interests without consent of the 
administratfon. 


BY GERMAN SUSPECT 


Gortz, on Trial in London, 
Says He Was Collecting 
Material for Book. 


LONDON, March 5.—(?)—A Ger- 
man accused of espionage in England, 
Dr. Hermann Gortz, took the stand 
in Old Bailey today and described 
what he called his “great success” in 
questioning American, French and 
British pilots on the western front 
during the World War. 

Dr. Gertz vehemently denied, how- 
ever, that he was engaged or con- 
templated engaging in post-war secret 
service work. 

His attorney pictured Gortz, holder 
of the German iron cross for bravery, 
as “a gallant and distinguished” for- 
mer officer of the intelligence service 
who would shun secret service work 
with “abhorrence.” 

Dr. Gortz said his duty during the 
war, when he became an intelligence 
officer because he spoke English and 
French, was to question allied 
“brought-down pilots.” 

He explained that in 1918 “the de- 
velopment of the American air force 
was most interesting to us. We had 
little news and my duty was to find 


out how quickly the Americans could |. 


build up an air force.” 

Documents were introduced yester- 
day which the crown said were appli- 
cations by Gortz to the German air 
ministry in 1935 for secret service 
work. The crown said the government 
turned Gortz down. 

The government, charging Gortz vio- 
lated the official secret, acts, contends 
he had British air force documents in 
his cottage near an air field last year 
and that he had been aided in espion- 
age work by an attractive young wom- 
un, posing as his niece, who fled the 
country. 

Gortz argues that he was merely 
collecting material for a “great novel.”

Ida Jean Kain. up the vicious cir- 
cle that conditions underweight. You 
know that when you are tired and be- 
low par, your appetite is capricious 
and you eat less. Consequently, you 
become thinner and more easily fa- 
tigued, and your nervous tension in- 
creases and interferes with sleep. 

Exercise breaks this circle by stim- 
ulating appetite, toning the digestive 
system and nourishing the _ tissues. 
Adequate exercise, rest, fresh air and 
sunshine bring release from nerve ten- 
sion, which makes it possible for you 
to relax and get your beauty sleep. 

Think of exercise as a weight nor- 
malizer, for whether your curves need 
restraint or encouragement, exercise 
works figure magic. For example, an 
overweight person, an underweight, 
and a normal weight may all take the 
same exercise and—each given her 
normal share of rest and food—the fat 
person will lose in weight, the thin one 
will soften her angles, and the nor- 
mal weight will improve her = 

If you are underweight, take your 
exercise in small doses, avoid strain 
and never continue any activity to the 
point of fatigue. Of course, at the 
same time, you must itr@rease your 
calorie intake above your uirement 
to provide nature with material 
for curves. 

All figures benefit from exercise, 
whereas all types do not benefit from 
diet. The results are gradual but 
cumulative, and while there are no 
sudden changes from bad measure- 
ments to perfect, you have it in your 
power to evolve a progressively better 
figure.

DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 
Your sympathies are plainly with 


the children rather than with the par- 
ents. I understand why: more of 
your letters are from complaining chil- 
dren than from restrdining parents. 
Now I am not a thwarted parent, 
nor are my children unduly restrict- 
ed. There is seldom any discord about 
their comings and going but—when 1 
say “No’—I am obeyed. Modern 
youth has many fine characteristics 
yet it does need discipline and re- 


straint. From my little corner 1 see. 


the vast majority of parents, help- 
less, in a fog, worried and needing 
constructive advice. Then there are 
too many parents (and their ranks 
are swelling) who are trying to ape 
youth. In my acquaintance, | am sad 


to say, many of them are the cock- 
tail variety that have little reserve 
left—after their all-too-frequent indul- 
gences—to handle intelligently the 
problem of child training. 


ents are in minority, either. 


The jailer type of parent is 
strange to me though I don’t doubt 
you have plenty of complaints from 
the jailed. Nevertheless, I think 
they are in the minority. You have 
been writing to this minority. Nat- 
urally you don’t receive complaints 
from children who are doing as they 
please. “Mutual friendship” and 
“confidential companionship”  be- 
tween parent and child is all well 
but there comes a time when a par- 
ent must say “No,” and when that 
“No” is resented and considered un- 
reasonable by the child it must still 
be obeyed. The decline of par- 
ental authority hasn’t helped our 
children nor fitted them to face a 
world full of laws. Both natural 
and civic laws must be obeyed if 
freedom is to be preserved and main- 
tained. Di ience and defiance 
at home result in law-breaking in 
later life. I don’t wonder that many 
fathers and mothers are concerned 
over their failure to control their 
children. 

The girls of 20 who are forbidden 

to have dates at home are few com- 
pared with the girls of 20, and young- 
er, who are out drinking all hours of 
the night while distracted mothers 
wait at home for them. SBoth are 
wrong, of course, but again I make 
my plea for parents first, to set an 
example of true and righteous living 
and then firmly to wield their right 
(and duty) of discipline over the ado- 
lescent young. If love and reason 
fail, and they do at times, the last 
result is the “purse strings.” 


Now be a good girl, scold the ob- 
streperous children for a change and 
encourage the poor parents to stick 
to their guns. READER.

ANSWER: 

Are there any obstreperous children 
who got that way without benefit of 
parental folly or stupidity or tyran- 
ny? I doubt it, assuming they are 
normal children, Far be it from me 
to urge any parents of this type to 
stand by their guns; rather to turn 
their guns on themselves. 


My sympathies are with the chil- 
dren of parents who have no sym- 
pathy with their own progeny, My 
sympathies are with the children 
of parents who are exclusively con- 
cerned with having their arbitrary 
laws obeyed without troubling to 
make the children see the wisdom 
and justice of the laws. My sym- 
pathies are with the children of the 
“cocktail variety,” parents who by 
their “all-too-frequent” indulgences 
render themselves unfit morally and 
mentally to cope with the problems 
of child-training, parents who have 
forfeited their right to make rules 
and regulations, yet make them and 
wonder they are not obeyed. 

I don’t agree that tyrannical par- 
There 
are a lot of men and women who 
believe that parenthood gives them the 
divine right of rule over their chil- 
dren, body and soul. Many of them 
are pious and puritanical and bolster 
their tyranny with quotations from a 
famous textbook that says ‘Children, 
obey your parents,” yet fail to recall 
the other sentence which reads ‘Par- 
ents, provoke not your children to 
wrath.” The decline of parental au- 
thority is in some measure a back- 
kick from just such unreasonable au- 
tocracy. 


The early discipline in the home 
is the child’s best preparation for 
life and determines his attitude to- 
ward law and order for the rest 
of his days. But—any parental dis- 
cipline that is unfair to the child’s 
a a any restrictions that are un- 
just, any demands that are unrea- 
sonable—fall short of the mark of 
training a child to respect authority. 
There’s a tip-top illustration of the 
principle in the working of a law 
that has recently been on our stat- 
ute books and is still on the statute 

s, of some states. Men and 
women who had always been law- 
abiding, exemplary citizens thought 
their personal rights had _ been 
shamelessly violated in that law. 
They defied it, broke it at will and 
justified themselves in doing 40. 
This same thing happens when par- 
ents inflict arbitrary rules on their 
children without troubling to show 
the young ones how and why the 
rules are fair and just. 

Disobedience and defiance at home 

does result in making lawbreakers of 
the children once they are out in the 
world. But the normal child prorerly 
handled by his parents isn’t defiant 
or disobedient. If he has been train- 
ed in the way he should go, he goes. 
Solomon himself said so. 


Every revolutionary movement 
goes too far and has to walk back 
some distance. The children Dave 
gone too far in flouting their f1- 
thers’ and mothers’ opinions and 
their authority. But when they 
come back, as will, both par- 
ents and children will have learned 
something. It is generally those 
who come after that profit by rev- 
olutions. Those in revolt and those 
whom they are revolting against 
usually get shot + and killed or 
wounded. So it is with the parents 
and the children of today. ,

Scalloped Eggs, Salmon and Noo- 
dles—One No. can salmon, four 
hard-cooked eggs, one-half cup bread 
crumbs, one cup milk, two tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons butter, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth pound egg 
noodles. Cook noodles in boiling salted 
water until tender.

Team-of-Four Matches. 


Team-of-four matches constitute the 
truest test of bridge skill available, 
but, unfortunately, the element of 
luck still is inescapable. Of course, 
if the contest is one of 300 or 400 
hands luck is reduced to a negligible 
factor and the better team -should 
win, but such contests are much too 
time-consuming for ordinary tourna 
ments. Here the average inter-team 
match is approximately 40 hands, un 
til the finals, when 60 to 100 are 
played. 
As in single sessions of rubber 
bridge play, the cards are apt to have 
decided trends. Thus it may well 
be that a consistent overbidder will 
have a veritable field day, finding 
every finesse successful and every suit 
breaking miraculously. Contrariwise, 
at other sessions the cards are sullen, 
refusing to permit the fulfilment of 
the most legitimate contracts, and 
the timid souls get unjust rewards. 
In both cases, it should be noted, the 
perfect bidder is enormously handi- 
capped.

The most superficial analysis dis- 
closes that the grand slam has con- 
siderably less than an even chance 
for success. It should be noted that 
the spade king must not only be in 
East’s hand (unless singleton in West, 
and declarer peeks), but must not be 
doubly guarded. North’s only entry 
is by means of a club ruff, which re- 
duces the trump holding to two cards. 
Thus, even if East has the king, but 
has at least two small trumps as well, 
the diamond suit never can be run. 
East has simply to cover the second 
spade lead from dummy. 

On a purely mathematical, non- 
double-dummy basis there was only 
one chance in four of the slam suc- 
ceeding, yet with the cards as they 
were it was made. The goddess of 
luck often favors the rash.

Blood does count in Connecticut, 
Parents who live in that state will 
hesitate now to announce the engage- 
ment of their daughter until an un- 


‘usual law will have been complied 


with—provided the marriage were to 
take place in Connecticut. Otherwise 


they might be somewhat Soret gee 
if the later report of the blood test o 
either of the espoused should not prove 
to be favorable. 

On January 1, 1936, the Nutmeg 


state began war on the marriage of 
the physically unfit. The new edict 
requires that all persons seeking to 
be married in the state to submit to 
a laboratory blood test within 40 days 
of the date they apply for a marriage 
permit. Before the permit can be is- 
sued, they must have a physician’s 
certificate showing them to be free 
from social diseasés and physically 
fit for marriage. 

And there are no easy loopholes for 
quack doctors to. issue bogus certifi- 
cates. The blood test is to be made 
by the laboratory of the state health 
department or a laboratory approved 
by it through the family physician of 
the person seeking a marriage permit. 

Of thie law State Health Commis- 
sioner Stanley H. Osborn said: “Ef- 
fective January 1, Connecticut will be- 
gin administering what we consider

NEW YORK, March 5.—(?P)~—- 
United States governmept bonds con- 
tinued strong and active in the listed 
market today with some treasury is- 
sues at new highs for the year. 

While domestic corporation loans, 
especially rails, were in better de 
mand, the trend was a trifle uncer- 
tain, ‘due to losses of a point or so in 
some of the stock privilege bonds. The 
foreign department had several bright 
spots. ; 

Interest in the government list -was 
heightened by the somewhat general 
feeling among subscribers to the treas- 
ury’s recently offered new bonds and 
notes that wen the official announce- 
ment of allotments is made tomorrow 
it will disclose that tenders have been 
scaled down drastically, due to the 
heavy over-subscription. Some _  spe- 
cialisis predicted that less than 15 per 
cent of the amounts asked for will be 
allotted. 

Treasury bonds advancing through 
old highs for the year were the 3 3-8s 
of 1943, the 3s of 1946, and the 3 1-4s 
of 1941. Gains ranged from 3-32nds 
to 13-32nds. Other active issues in- 
cluded the 3 1-4s of 1943, home own- 
ers loan 2 3-4s and the 3 14s of 1944, 
all with gains of 3-32nds to 6-32nds. 
Trading was again active in the two 
new issues. 

In the corporate ilinee higher 
prices were paid for Chesapeake Cor- 
poration 5s at 134 1-2, St. Paul 5s 
at 24, Rio Grande 5s at 19 3-4. New 
Haven 6s at 37 3-4, American Water 
Works 6s at 109, and Container Cor- 
poration 6s at 104 5-8. 

Losers included Remington Rand 
5 1-2s, International Cement 4s, 
Studebaker 6s, American Rolling Mill 
4 1-4s. Paramount 6s, Montana Power 
5s and Penn Dixie 6s. 

In the foreign department, Argen-

U.S. Market 
Letter 


COTTON. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Cotton 
prices show little recent change in the 
dull spot markets, but sales for future 
delivery still show declining trend. 
The unsettled position of unsold pool 
holdings continued to overhang the 
market, together with large output of 
foreign cottons. Exports have been 
slowing down lately as compared with 
last season, althotigh this season's to- 
tal is still far ahead because of heavy 
previous shipments. Mills and trade 
on cotton goods continue active. Wool 
trade is dull but some lines advanced 
further near the first of the month. 

The hard winter is believed to have 
killed many boll weevils, adding an- 
other argument in favor of a larger 
crop this season. Reports on acreage 
and weather will soon be a price in- 
fluence. The current market appears 
to be in waiting position. 

In Virginia and North Carolina 
peanut sections, prices of farmers’ 
stock are holding fairly firm because 
of light stocks in the hands of clean- 
ers and shellers. Best jumbos are 
bringing 3 1-2 cents a pound delivered, 
while peanuts suitable only for shell- 
ing sell at 2 1-2 cents to 3 cents. 

BUTTER. 


Butter supplies were liberal in early 
March and prices tended downward in 
most markets. There was an under- 
current of nervousness and trading 
was far from satisfactory. The dry 
milk markets have continued the 
steady to firm tone of the past few 
months. Supplies were mostly light 
and stocks remained low in compari- 
son with previous low. Demand was 
generally active in most sections. 

Conditions are now favorable for 
egg production and receipts are in- 
creasing rapidly, tending to weaken 
the underlying market sition. De 
clines near the first of March lowered 
the price to around 30 cents a dozen 
in central markets. Egg prices aver- 
aged 23 cents a dozen in 1935 com- 
anal with 17 cents in 1934. The ad- 
vance apparently reflects a sharp in- 
crease in demand as receipts of eggs 
at five primary markets were only 
slightly lower in 1935 than in 1934.
